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SU receives 
51 million 
from Ehrlich

Last week Governor Robert 
Ehrlich revealed his 2007 Fiscal Year 
capital budget. Out of his $1.45 
billion budget, Ehrlich plans to split 
it up between education, public safe 
ty, the health of the ¢ thesapeake Bay, 
tourism and healthcare across the 
state. $530 million is dedicated for 
education and out of that Salisbury 
will get over $51 million for two 
new major campus buildings; the 
Teacher Education and Technology 
Complex (TETC) and the new 
Perdue School of Business building. 
The TETC received $49.6 million 
in construction funds and was the 
largest funding proposal from the 
capital budget. Ground breaking 
for the new “signature building” is 
slated for October 2006 and project 
administrators hope to see the doors 
open in the spring of 2009. 

The TETC will be composed of 
two separate buildings where there 
will be classrooms and offices for the 
Seidel school of Education, the 
Fulton School of Liberal Arts and a 
state-of-the-art broadcast studio for 
television and radio broadcasting. 
The TETC will also have computer 
labs, tutoring labs, conference rooms 
and a small food court.

Salisbury University Police have 
begun issuing written warnings in 
the Henson Science Hall parking lot 
for failure to obey traffic control 
devices. A new traffic pattern was 
recently introduced to the parking 
area between Maggs Gymnasium 
and Henson Science Building, but 
University Police officials report that 
few drivers heed the new change. 
Currently, the written warnings do 
not carry a fine; University police 
officials caution students, faculty 
and staff that it will not be long 
before the department will impose 
fines for parking violations. 

“There is a change in traffic,” said 


University Police Lieutenant Mike 


will benefit from the remainder of 
the $51 billion dollar award, receiv- 
ing $1.7 million in planning money. 
According to The President’s Office, 
the money is “part of a five-year, $33 
million funding commitment from 
the State of Maryland.” 

Salisbury and Towson 
Universities are now considered the 
two “growth institutions” within the 
University System of Maryland. 
This means that out of the 13 colle- 
giate schools in Maryland, the two 
are willing to accept more students if 
they are given more money. 
Salisbury will receive a 15 percent 
increase in state funds to expand 

budgets for faculty, support staff and 
operating costs. In the last year, 
freshman enrollment has increased 
by 8.5 percent and Salisbury is plan- 
ning to take on an additional 323 
students in the next year. “The new 
budget ensures that Salisbury 
University will remain accessible and 
affordable to Maryland students” 
said President Janet Dudley- 
Eshbach. 

The final vote for the 2007 Fiscal 
Year Budget is scheduled to take 
place on April 13. For more infor-

Nicolas. Towards the end of the fall 
2005 semester, university police des- 
ignated a “One-Way” lane in order 
for university shuttles to safely turn 
around without causing accidents 
with cars. “That’s our main priority, 
to keep campus safe,” said Nicolas. 

“I noticed the ‘Do-Not-Enter’ 
signs right away,” said Salisbury jun- 
ior Nichole Fuqua. 

There are now arrows on the pave- 
ment, along with posted “One-Way” 
signs in the newly designated lane to 
demonstrate the correct direction of 
traffic. There is also a “Do Not 
Enter” sign on the exit end of the 
lane to prevent cars from entering 
the wrong side. 

University police have not yet 
begun to issue tickets, just written 
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warnings. “We're willing to work 
with the students because it’s new,” 
said Nicolas. “It’s only fair.” 

Within a couple of weeks, univer- 
sity police will begin to issue 
Maryland state citations for failure 
to obey traffic control devices. The 
fine for the parking infraction is 
$80. 

Students, faculty and staff are 
urged to cooperate with the 
University police and university 
shuttle drivers to help minimize 
parking lot hazards. “It’s a good idea 
and not really an inconvenience,” 
said Fuqua. “If it’s going to prevent 
accidents, then why not?”

Salisbury University has canceled 
its 14th annual Field Day celebration 
in response to community concern 
that student safety could not be 
secured, “Underage drinking, the 
burning of a couch, a wet t-shirt coh- 
test and students on the roofs of 
buildings were just some of the 
unsafe behaviors that were brought 
to our attention last Field Day,” said 
Director of Student Activities 
Heather Holmes 

At the beginning of the fall 2005 
semester University President, Janet 
Dudley-Eshbach, asked the Town- 
Gown Council, a group of SU stu- 
dents, faculty, staff, alumni and com- 
munity memtbers, to make a recom- 
mendation on whether Field Day 
should continue. “The committee 
voted against it because of the safety 
issue and also the destruction in the 
neighborhoods,” said Vice President 
of Student Affairs Dr. Ellen 
Neufeldt. Noise, alcohol use, litter, 
and traffic problems were among 
some of the communities concerns 
said Holmes. 

Although Field Day has not been 
canceled indefinitely, Field Day 2006 
and all outdoor concerts have been 
canceled. The decision has left many 
students agitated. “It’s disconcerting. 
Every great University has its tradi- 
tions that the students look forward 
to every year. Ours is Field Day; and 


it’s wrong of the university to take 
that away,” said junior Kyle Stokker. 


No alternate activities are being 


planned to replace Field Day, but 
Holmes said there will be many 
activities for students throughout the 
semester. Also, both Neufeldt and 
Holmes hope to hear suggestions 
from students on how Field Day can 
be brought back safely. “My hope is 
that through student leadership we 
can host a positive event that doesn’t 
endanger the lives of our students,” 


said Neufeldt.

The Salisbury men’s basketball 
team was unable to avoid being 
swept by conference foe Gallaudet 
University last Wednesday, losing 
71-50 inside of Maggs gym. The 
Gulls got the short end of the stick 
in almost every major category, los- 
ing the rebounding battle, 19-15; 
points in the paint, 16-6, second 
chance points, 16-8, and points 
from the bench, 20-19. The loss 
drops the Gulls into fifth place in 
the Capital Athletic Conference at 
5-4, with an overall record of 11-9 
on the season, 

The two teams battled back and 
forth throughout the first half, with 
four ties and seven lead changes! 
The Gulls held a six point advantage 
twice in the opening 20 minutes of 
play, but went into the half down by 
five.
